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CONGRESS.

In the SexaTEthemorning hourisspent asusual in
receiving memoriuls, resolutions, and reports; after
which the time, on the 13th, 14th, and 15th, was
consumed in discussing Mr. McDuffie's resolutions
on the finances and tarifl. Mr. McDuflio ad-
dressod tho Scnate st length on the 13th, and was
followed the next day by Mr. Evans in reply, and
by Mr. Dayton on the 15th. On motion of Mr.
Merrick, the resolutions were then laid on the
table, by a vote of 24 to 23.

In the House numerous petitions are presented
from Pennsylvania, Maryland and Ohio, in favor
of Mr. W. C. Johnson's project of issuing $200,-
000,000 of U. 8. stock to be divided among the
statee. A debate of some interest is in progress
on tho report of the Committee of Ways and
Moeans adverse to this project, which has brought
up the repudiation act of Mississippi. Mr. Adams
introduced this topic, and was replied to by Mr.
Gowinn of Mississippi, who was unswered aud well
handled by Mr. Granger. No better proofl of the
swindling character of the transacztion need be
wished than is furnished by the facts of Mr.
Gwinn higsell. The appropriation bill is also
before the House.

‘The House on the 15th, passed a bill, changing
the compensation of members. It provides that
the pay for travelling shall be reduced from: $8 to
B4 for 20 miles—that il the session last more thun
two monthe, the pay after that shall he reduced
from $8 to $6 per day for the additional time, and
$5 after seven months.

The President has sent to the ITouse estimates
from the Secretary of the 'Treasury, aceording to
which the receipts into the Treasury will some.
what exceed the expenses. Rut lest there should
prove to be some error in the estimates, the Prosi.
dent earncstly recommends additional provision
to be made for meoting the expensca.
